The Presbytery of Huntingdon, cov- 


ering tbe counties of Huntingdon, 
Blair, Center, Juniata, Mifflin, Clear- 
field and Badford, met on Tuesday, 
October 2. in the Presbyterian church 
of Williamsburg, Blair county. Forty- 
seven of its fifty-seven ministers were 
present and about fifty of its seventy- 
six churches were represented 
by 


elders. Some of the latter represented 
a group of two or more churches 
united in one pastorate, so that the 
number 
in attendance 
was about 


seventy-five. The retiring moderator, 
Rev. 
W. E. Stewart, of Alexandria, 


preached the opening1 sermon and Rev. 
L M. Lewis, of Arch Spring, was 
elected moderator for the ensuing 
term. After transacting some routine 
business recess was taken until eve- 
ning. 
One of the 
most important 


features of the meeting was the pres- 
ence of Kev. J. C. Laughlin, fresh from 
Shan-Tung province, one of the storm 
centers of the present troubles in 
China. He has personal knowledge of 
many of the happenings of which we 
have been made vaguely aware by the 
pr?b5 despatches, from the murder of 
tbe young Englishman, Brooks, with 
whom Mr. Laughlin visited a fort- 
night before his dreadful death, to the 
capture of Tien-Tsin. 
With the aid of 


a. map, he traced the principal move- 
ments in the outbreak. He outlined 
the present situation with graphic 
clearness and showed conclusively the 
necessity of not only punishing the 
ringleaders of these outrages, but of 
curbing the outrages committed by 
Europeans backed by nominally Chris- 
tian governments. In reference to the 
outcry against missionaries, he merely 
naid that, as a rule, the only foreigners 
tho Chinese trust at all are tbe Protes- 
'aot missionaries. 


The following day was given up to 


routine business, the licensing and 
jrdaining of candidates for the min- 
istry, etc. Wednesday evening several 
of the important phases of the benev- 
olent work of the church made up the 
programme—Foreign and Presbyterial 
Missions and Systematic Beneficence. 
For several years the Presbytery has 
been trying to relieve the Home Mis- 
sion Board by caring for its own weak 
and mission churches. 
Last year it 


succeeded. 
This year it is within 


about S200 of success, as the report 
showed, and a pause was made to take 
pledges for making up that amount. 
Reports showed that the Presbytery 
contributes about S20,000 a year to 
oenevolenee outside its own bounds.

can prevent it. You cannot make sub- 
jects out of them without changing 
our ideas of government. You cannot 
hold them in perpetual servitude with- 
out amending your constitution, either 
openly or indirectly, and the same 
power that can disregard the constitu- 
tion and make a subject out of a 
Filipino can disregard the constitu- 
tion and make subjects out of the 
American people. 
You have as much 


right to disregard the constitution in 
the United States as you have in Porto 
Rico. You have as much right to ex- 
clude American citizens from 
the 


grarantres of their constitution as 
you have to exc'ude Porto Ricana. 


The very moment you draw a line 


and say on this side are people who 
will govern themselves and on the 
other side are people who will be gov- 
erned without consent and taxed with- 
out representation, the moment you 
draw that line yon establish not a defi- 
nite but an imaginary line that can 
be changed at the arbitrary will of 
those who have the power to change it 


When all men are created equal we 


can stand upon that and defend onr 
right*, but the moment we abandon it 
every man has to carry his pedigree 
with him to show that he belongs to 
the well born class. The Republican 
party is following the paths of mon- 
archy. It does not propose a king, but 
it proposes a principlp upon which only 
a king can stand. It does not pro- 
pose a crown, but it propose a doc- 
trine that can fit nothing but a crown. 
The Republican party has done in Porto 
Rico just what England did in this 
country, and our president is doing 
to-day just what George III. did a 
century and a quarter ago. What dif- 
ference does it matter whether you 
call him president, or emperor, or 


trusts? la it dishonesty or is it ig- 
norance? Why is it that no Republican 
speaks out against any trust except 
the ice trust, and why is it that the 
Republicans in charge do not destroy 
that, so you can believe Mr. Hanna 
when he says there are no trusts ? 


The Republican party is not pre- 


pared to 
question. 


defend itself on the trust 
Therefore, they try to get 


it out of the campaign. The Repub- 
lican party is not prepared to defend 
itself on the army question. They 
say there is no question of militarism, 
and yet an army four times as great 
as the standing army of 18Q6 is de- 
manded by the president's message of 
December, 1898. How much do we 
spend for education in the United 
States ? Less than $200,000,000 a year. 
How much do the Republicans want to 
spend on a military establishment ? 
<>ue hundred million dollars a year. 
They want to spend more than halt as 
much for a military establishment as 
we spend for the education of all the 
children in the United States. Is that 
not a step toward militarism ? What 
reason can they give for it ? They 
can only give one. That is the one 
they do not give. There are two rea- 
sons which lead men in this country 
to want a large standing army. One 
is a domestic one; the other is con- 
nected with our foreign affairs. What 
domestic reason is there for a larpe 
army ? To protect us from the In- 
dians ? No, the less Indians we have 
the more army the Republican party 
wants. That is not the cause. Why 
do they want it ? So that they can 
build a fort near every large city and 
use the army to suppress by force the 
discontent that ought to be cured by 
remedial legislation. 


The laboring man asks for arbitra- 


tion and gets a large army; he asks 
relief from government -by injunction 
and gets a large army; he asks pro- 
tection from the blacklist and his an- 
swer is a large army; he asks for 
shorter hours of labor, in order that 
he may have more time with his fam- 
ily and for the development of his 
mind, and his answer is a la, ge army. 
He asks for representation in the pres- 
ident's cabinet in order that labor 
may be protected and his answer is a 
large army. 
That is the domestic 


reason which is not given, and yet it 
is a reason 
entertained by many. 


What is the reason they give ? They 
say we need it for our foreign policy, 
but, my friends, they asked for the 
army before the American people bad 
ever decided upon a foreign policy 
that made a large army necessary. 


In December of 1898 when the presi- 


dent asked for his army the treaty 
had not yet been signed, but its terms 
were understood. 
When the Repub- 


lican congress voted to raise the army 
to 100,000 the treaty had been signed 
aud no arm was raised against this 
nation anywhere in the world. But 
the American people had never voted 
for a colonial policy; up to this time 
the American people have never voted 
for a colonial policy, and yet the Re- 
publican party is pledged to a large 
army. What does it want with it ? 
It intends to exploit the Philippine 
islands, and it you want to understand 
the reasons for a large army read the 
prospectus issued by the Philippine 
Lumber and-Development company. 


You will find that at the head of the 


company as president stands a Re- 
publican member of congress, who is 
the chairman ol the army committee 
of the house of representatives, and 
another Republican congressman is 
attorney for the company, and the

They say that the Filipinos 
would lay down their arms bnt for the 
hope they have that I may be elected 
My friends, whenever a Republican 
tells you that you tell him that the 
colonists fought the same battle that 
the Filipinos are fighting, and they 
did it nearly a hundred years before I 
was born. 


Tell them that the republic of South 


Africa fought the same flght before 
this question ever arose in American 
politics. Tell them that the Cubans 
waged a war for thirty years to secure 
the same rights before there was ever 
an anti-imperialist party in this conn- 
try or ever net d for such a party. Tell 
them that the Filipinos issued a Dec- 
laration 
of Independence patterned 


after ours before the question ol im- 
perialism ever entered into American 
politics. My friends, they do me too 
much -honor when they say that I am 
responsible for the Filipino's hatred 
of foreign domination. If they have 
not forgotten the teachings of Abra- 
ham Lincoln they would know that 
he said it was not a party to a man 
but God, Himself, who planted in the 
human heart the love of liberty, which 
no Republican party can take away. 
So that the Filipinos would not fight 
but for the hope of Democratic suc- 
cess. 


My friends, until human nature is 


entirely changed people held in bond- 
age will rise against it whenever there 
is a prospect of success. God never 
made a race that would welcome a 
foreign master and one thousand years 
from now, no matter what party is in 
power, the Filipinos will hate us and 
stand ready to rise against us if we 
attempt to hold them in vassalage and 
tax them without consent. Republic- 
ans say that we are fighting the 
cause of the Filipinos. No, my friends, 
let me read you what the English his- 
torian says, then you will see that 
we are fighting, not the battle of the 
Filipinos, we are fighting our own 
battle. Buckle, in his history ol civ- 
ilization in England, says this, speak- 
ing of the revolution: 


"Such were the fruits of the policy of 


George III., but the mischiel did not 
stop there, 
necessary 


The opinions which it was 
to advocate in order to 


justify this barbarous war recoil upon 
ourselves. In order to defend the at- 
tempt to destroy the liberties ol 
America, principles were laid down 
which, if cairied into effect, would 
have subverted the liberties of Eng- 
land." 


That is the language of an English 


historian, that in order to defend Eng- 
lish policy in America they had to 
assert principles in England which, if 
carried out, would have 
destroyed 


English liberties as well as American 
liberties. 


Republicans, what we object to, is that 


in order to defend your imperial policy 
you have to lay down doctrines which, 
if carried out, will destroy the right 
of the American people to 
partici- 


pate in their own government. That 
is our objection to your policy. H you 
are simply going to kill the Filipinos 
off and come home we might get over 
the crime. 
But that is not your 


policy. Yon dare not kill them oft, 
because you want to trade with them. 
You would destroy your trade argu- 


prosoectus shows that already 7»to». raent \i you kill them, Yow cannot 


king, il he administers the power of 
a king? 


For what doctrine did our lore- 


lathers die. They died lor the doc- 
trine that there could be no taxation 
without representation. And yet now 
we are taxing the Porto Ricans with- 
out representation, governing them 
for our interests instead of their own, 
and I want to show you how the Re- 
publican party paraded another Euro- 
pean idea when it came to deal with 
these people ol Porto Kico. I was 
amazed when I found that the Re- 
publican party had taken an English 
precedent for giving back to the peo- 
ple of Porto Rien the money taken from 
them by taxation. 


Don't jou ram'.tnb^r when the pro- 


test was raised against that Porto 
Rican bill? Don't you remember how 
the 
president and the Republican 


members said: 
Well, we will just 


give them back this money and spend 
it for their o-vn good in Porto Rico. 
Let me call your attention to the fact 
that the congress which convened in 
1771 appointed Mr. Jay to prepare an 
address to the people of Great Britain. 
He prepared it and it was approved by 
congress on the 2l3t day ol October, 
1774, and in that address you will find 
these words: 


"These and many other impositions 


were laid upon us most unjustly and 
unconstitutionally lor the express pur- 
pose oi raising the revenue. In order 
to silence complaint it was indeed 
provided that this revenue should be 
expended in America lor its protection 
and defense. The exactions, however, 
can receive no justification from a 
pretended necessity of protecting and 
defending 
us. 
They are 
lavishly 


squandered on court favorites and 
ministerial 
dependents, 
generally 


avowed enemies of America, who em- 
ploy themselves by partial representa- 
tion to traduce and embroil the col- 
onists." 


There you have an English prece- 


dent for this act of benevolence prac- 
ticed by a Republican administration. 
My friends, we are not only against 
imperialism because it strikes a blow 
at our principles of government; we 
are sgain^t it because it destroys the 
moral prestige of this nation among 
the nations of the earth. 


Let me read you what was said by 


Mr. McEiuley himself in regard to this 
nation's position and in regard to the 
principles set forth in the Declaration 
of Independence. We have insisted, as 
all have insisted who have defended 
the Declaration, that it was not writ- 
ten for a day, uor for a year nor for a 
century. We have contended that it 
was written for all time and all peoples 
and that no nation wonld ever be so 
great that it could not rest securely 
on that Declaration of Independence, 
We were not alone in this idea. Until 
the poison of imperialism entered the 
minds of Republicans they agreed 
with us ia this doctrine, as you will 
see Iroua a Fourth of July speech made 
by the president himself at Chicago 
five years ago last July. Speaking of 
the authors and signers of the Decla- 
ration of Independence and the Con- 
stitution, he said: 


"They built not for themselves, but 


for posterity. Their plans stretched 
out into the future, compassing the 
ages and embracing mankind. Not 
alone f ir the present were their sacri- 
fices and their struggles, but lor all 
time thereafter; not for American 
colonists only, but for the whole human 
race, wherever mea and women are 
struggling lor higher, greater and 
better conditions. It was the yearning 
ol the soul lor emancipation. It was 
the cry ol humanity for freedom—free- 
dom to think, speak and act within 
the limitation ol justice and proper 
laws which shonld be of their own 
making. If it should prove ineffectual 
all was lost and tyranny and oppres- 
sion would be perpetual. It was the 
mighty struggle of the ages for the 
freedom of man lor the equal opportu- 
nity ol all mankind." 


There were no limitations on that 


Constitution then. There were no lim- 
itations on that Declaration ol Inde- 
pendence. 
It was not intended for 


the people who struggled then; it was 
lor them and their children's children 
to the remotest ages. It was not for 
the Anglo-Saxon race. It was lor all 
mankind. It was the mighty struggle 
ol all creation. And then he added : 


"All men have equal rights guaran- 


teed by our Constitution and laws, and 
that equality must be forever pre- 
served and strengthened and every- 
where recognized. We are all Ameri- 
cans; we are all sovereigns equal in 
the ballot, and that citizen is the best 
who does his best, who follows the 
light as God gives him to see the light, 
who concedes to all the races ol man- 
kind what he claims for himself, rig- 
idly retpe«ta the right* of others, ii 


ever willing and ready to assist other*, 
who has the best heart, the best char- 
acter, the greatest charity and sympa- 
thy and who witholds from none of his 
fellow-men the respect, privileges and 
protection he claims for himself." 


Yon tell me that every nation in 


Europe approves ol our title. Every 
nation in Europe approved of the Eng- 
lish title to the American colonies 
when the Declaration of Independence 
was promulgated. If our forefathers 
had waited to sign that document 
until they could get the consent of the 
nations ol Europe we would never 
have been free. 


Titles good in Europe? Republic- 


ans, lour years ago Cuba was fighting 
to throw off the Spanish yoke. She had 
borne the yoke lor tbree hundred years 
and Spain's title was good in Europe. 
But the Republicans said in the na- 
tional platform that they sympathized 
with the Cubans 
They hoped they 


would get free. The Republicans were 
not afraid of Spain then. You 'did not 
auk the consent of Europe. 


Wh at do you find now ? Two repub- 


lics in South Africa not against a 
yoke which they had borne, 
but 


against a yoke which is to be imposed 
upon them. And yet you Republicans 
are afraid to express a sentiment on 
the Boer question to-day. 


I cannot better describe the fall of 


the Republican party; I cannot better 
picture its demoralization; I cannot 
better describe its complete surrender 
to the doctrines that underlie mon- 
archies and empires and despotisms 
than to tell you that when a Ming dies 
a Republican president can send a mes- 
sage of condolence, but that when two 
republics expire no Republican sheds 
a tear. We want the American people 
to attend to their own business. We 
want them to have their own ideas 
and stand for them. We want this 
nation to be among the nations as a 
light and example. I go into a com- 
munity and I see some gray-haired pa- 
triarch, 
whose life is so upright, 


whose conduct is so just, that people 
submit to him their differences and 
abide his judgment. And when I see 
such a one I am reminded of the words 
of Solomon: "A good name is rather 
to be chosen than great riches, and 
loving lavor rather than silver and 
gold." I want this nation to be the 
patriarch among nations. I want it 
to stand erect. I want it to be just and 
upright, so that when other nations 
quarrel, instead of calling out great 
armies to kill each other, they will say: 
"Leave the question to the Dnited 
States; they can be trusted." I want 
this nation to be a peacemaker among 
the nations, and then it will esrn the 
reward promised to the peacemaker, 
"Blessed are the peacpmakers, for they 
shall be called the children of God."

NEW YORK, October 9.—Heaven help 


the poor historian who. at some future 
age, shall attempt to write the history 
of these evil days. One important fac- 
tor stands out gloomy and forbidding, 
and that is the deterioration of our 
national character, for we now begin 
to realize the. truth of that trite and 
ancient adage, that "Evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners." It may 
not be new bat it is better understood 
that the high sounding name of di- 
plomacy is but another definition for 
lying. Take, for instance, Li Hung 
Chang. 
During the weary months 


that every civilized nation on the 
globe was tortured with an agony such 
as the world had never known before 
this wily old Chinaman sits down in 
our midst as cool as an iceberg and is 
not aware that anything is wrong 
Missionaries are butchered and min- 
isters assassinated in open day, but 
Prince Li sees no cause for war in 
such trifles as these. 


It is generally supposed that a min- 


ister represents his country and that 
no matter what happens his person is 
sacred. If war is to take place he gets 
notice to leave; but here, suddenly, 
without any formal declaration of war 
or any disturbance in our diplomatic 
relations, the gates of the imperial 
city of Pekin are closed and all com- 
munication is cut off with the outside 
world, and frightful stories of robbery 
and murder set all Christendom aflame. 
The assassination of the German min- 
ister added fuel to the fire and all the 
great fighting nations of Europe made 
Germany's cause their own; and here 
is where China displayed her mag- 
nificent 
diplomacy. 
With 
mighty 


armies, breathing vengeance, hasten- 
ing by land and sea to aid in China's 
destruction, and ships loaded with 
Krupp guns and Mauser rifles on their 
way to aid them in their mission of 
revenge, China sees no reason why war 
should he declared and 
England, 


France and the United States coincide 
in that opinion. While the allied ar- 
mies are thundering at her gates the 
imperial court flees from Pekin 
and 


takes refuge in a city several hundred 
miles a-way. 


Why did not Prince Li fly with the 


dowager empress and her court? Be- 
cause he could see more that would 
benefit China from the outside of the 
big wall than he could possibly see on 
the inside—cunning old fox! 


"Waal's the matter with Li? He's 


all right." Ue says that the mis 
sionaries have been the cause of all 
the disturbance by abusing the re- 
ligion of China, forgetting that China 
had her relig-icn, professed by millions 
of worshipers long centuries before 
Christianity was dreamed of, and the 
religion of China was the fixed faith 
of uncounted millions. 
Christianity 


was 
divided into hundreds of ag- 


gressive sects, every one of which de- 
nounced its neighbor as a fraud un- 
worthy of belief, while in China, among 
the miLions just spoken of, her re- 
ligion was honored and sacred and 
received without question, and from 
the earliest time was the law, un- 
changeable and eternal. 


The constant war going on by the 


representatives of the different mis- 
sions brought the whole body of Chris- 
tians into contempt. The contempt 
the Chinese felt for Christianity and 
its advocates is evidenced by the 
names applied to its supporters. All 
outside the empire of China were bar 
barians and the favorite term was 
pigs, representing one of the lowes 
forms of animal life. While diplo 
maey and lying were synonymous 
terms in China up to the recent war 
they generally acknowledge the sacred 
ness of the representatives of nation: 
outside the great wall, and their repre 
sentatives abroad had the guarantee 
of a nation's honor for their safety 
For years in China a quiet revival 
which enlisted the 
sympathies 
o 


millions, was going forward to pro 
tect the ancient religion and defend i 
from the attacks of the aggressiv 
Christians. 


The Boxers, whose name has beeom 


so familiar, were really the defender 
of the ancient faith and where thei 
work and aims were fully understoc 
they received the aid and support o 
all sorts of people, from the dowage 
empress to the lowest coolie who ped 
died his vegetables and fish in all the ] 
great cities of the empire. Its power 
first began to be felt by riots and re- 
ligious disturbances in various parts 
of the empire, distant, however, from 


« the great capital of Pekin. This was 


done undoubtedly to test the feelings 
of the people. Then came the closing 
of the Chinese capital, the assassina- 
tion of the German minister and the 
desperate resistance of the different 
legations, which for several months 
were threatened with destruction in its 
most brutal form. It was impossible 
to get any reliable news from our lega- 
tion. Several times their assassina- 
tion was reported and it was generally 
conceded that the work of purification 
had begun and would continue till not 
one Christian, native or foreign, would 
be found in the empire of China. And 
here is the point which it would be 
well for the allied powers to consider: 
Li Hung Chang is to-day the greatest 
living Chinaman, and in his hands was 
placed the power of the empire wheth- 
er for peace or war. 
Can it be sup- 


posed that this man, so near the em- 
pire's trust, did not know whether the 
reports that reached the heart of every 
civilized nation were true or false' 
He held his peace; from him there 
came no ray of hope, and now in ex 
tremity he comes again clothed with, 
imperial power to settle the great ques 
tions which have tortured the worli 
so long. The wily old diplomat i 
playing for time, during which hi 
friend, Prince Tuan, is congregating a 
great army in the north and Si 
Robert Hart, the only great servant o 
European birth who is implicitly trust 
ed by all classes of Chinese, has jus 
informed our minister, Mr. Conger 
that active hostilities may be expeete 
before the middle of November, so tha 
peace in China seems to be yet far of

Judge Este, of the UmtedStatescourt, 


recently rendered a decision that must 
be of great interest to the people of the 
United States, and especially BO with 
respect to the laboring element of our 
citizenship. It is to the effect that 
since the annexation of the Philippines 
and the Hawaiian Islands a native of 
the Island of Guam does not need to 
be naturalized to become a citizen of 
Hawafi, for the reason that the islands 
are under the sams jurisdiction. On 
the same theory he would be obliged 
to rule that a native of either of the 
Islands may become a citizen of Penn- 
sylvania without taking out naturaliz- 
ation papers. 


If that be true, and It is supported by 


reason, the thousands of Asiatics who 
are bom in the Philippine Islands and 
Hawaii have the right not only to 
land at any port of entry in tha United 
StatM, but to claim citizenship, with 
all tee rights and privilegae which 
that relation entails, in any part of tha 
territory of the United States 
More 


than half of the present population of 
Hawaii are Chinese, either imported 
or born of parents imported, and every 
such person would have the same right 
to come to Pennsylvania as would a 
citizen, native or naturalized, of New 
York, New Jersey or any other state In 
the American Union 


This is a lovely feast to offer to the 


workingmen of this 
country. The 


Chinese exclusion act is abrogated, and 
the millions of Filipinos, no more intel- 
ligent and quite as unfit for American 
citizenship, can force themselves, under 
the Imperial policy of the McKlnley 
administration, into competition In the 
labor market of every industrial center 
In the land. How do the iron workers, 
the coal miners and the other laborers 
of Pennsylvania like such a prospect? 
It Is certainly not attractive, but it is 
what is before them, according to the 
decision of Federal Judge Este. The 
remedy is to vote against the re-elec- 
tion of McKinley.
